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The Bishop Coadjutor’s Column 

The modern world has largely lost its consciousness of the 
reality of sin, but it has by no means lost its sense of fear. 
Despite our inventive genius and the amazing extension of 
the borders of our scientific knowledge, fear increasingly fills 
men’s hearts today. It robs us of essential joy and peace; it 
destroys emotional balance ; often it undermines health and 
reason. It is significant that at the very threshold of man’s 
long trek toward the City of God as revealed in the Divine 
Literature, is the documented evidence of this pervasive chal- 
lenge: ‘‘I was afraid’’! Nor was Jesus unmindful of this 
weakness to which all human nature is heir. ‘‘Fear not,’’ 
He was wont to say, ‘‘Be not over anxious.”’ 

Modern psychology recognizes fear as one of man’s most 
primitive and compelling instincts. Surrounded by the ter- 
rifying natural dangers to which he was exposed and con- 
scious of his own frailty in facing them, fear relentlessly 
dogged his steps and filled his soul with a nameless terror. 
Yet this instinct was and is a strong factor in achieving man’s 
self-preservation. Fear invites to eternal vigilance. It con- 
fers foresight and develops prudence. It is the instinctive 
safeguard of the wild animals. Dr. Worcester tells us that 
only the polar bear—who knows not man—seems to be with- 
out it. Even today we live in constant jeopardy. The streets 
of the great city imperil life and limb with a danger not 
greatly unlike that faced by primitive man in the jungle. 

More devastating than physical peril is the fear engen- 
dered by the complexities and interdependence of modern 
life. In a machine age the security of the individual is con- 
stantly threatened. New discoveries increase technological 
unemployment; the value of investments is never stable. 
Most of us have dependents; the home is usually the center 
of our loyalties. When the well-being or the very existence 
of the individual or the family is in danger, fear grips our 
hearts. Beyond what has to do with our environment are 
the psychic terrors that lie embedded in the inner life—pain- 
ful experiences of the past that become ‘‘cycles of thought 
and of action’’ and inhibit us from normal courage and con- 
duct. Here are a few: Claustraphobia, the fear\of closed 
places ; Agoraphobia, the fear of open spaces ; Nictophobia, 
the fear of darkness; Phobophobia, the fear of fear; not 
to mention those connected with the sex life. The intelli- 
gentsia have no exemption from fears such as these'or those 
based upon frustration, inferiority, dread of disease and 
death. The sanatoria for mental cases are filled with men 
and women who are highly literate, often college graduates 
of distinction. 

Prognosis is of little value without therapeutics. We are 
most concerned with the way out, the conquest of fear. First, 
we need to remember that there is no basis for most fears. 
A baby is born with only two natural fears, the fear of being 
dropped and the fear of a sudden sharp noise. The mere 
act of the will does not often banish fear. To do so one must 
learn the technique of the serene and integrated life. He 
must dedicate his life to what is upright. Then no ghosts will 
haunt him; no Bluebeard’s closet will render him liable to 
sudden exposure. The good life provides spiritual resources. 
He needs to develop or recover a vital Christian faith, to 
believe with all his soul, and act upon the belief that God 
loves and God cares. ‘‘Perfect love casteth out fear.’’ Per- 
sonal animosities, envy and their whole brood, are forms of 
fear. Empty by filling. Put love where hate once dwelt. Culti- 
vate unselfishness, tolerance, and magnanimity. Learn to 
pray until in the sunshine of God’s presence, ‘‘the motes that 
people the sunbeam’’ disappear, and God’s strength, God’s 
joy, and God’s peace, tabernacle in your soul!

Tracing briefly the history of the deaconess 
order from the time of Phebe, Bishop Parsons pointed out 
that the title, ‘‘deaconess’’ (from the same Greek word as 
that for deacon, meaning a servant), was derived from the 
duties assumed by the person so called. At first, being used for 
one who devoted his or her whole time to the service of the 
Church, the word came to be the official name for the per- 
son offering to undertake such work. Then, addressing the 
new deaconess directly, he commented on the deepened 
responsibility which she had assumed in declaring herself 
determined to exemplify in her own life, to the best of her 
ability, the life of Christ. The service was embodied in the 
regular morning service and was followed by Holy Com- 
munion. A large congregation was in attendance, includ- 
ing other deaconesses of the Bay area. 

Deaconess Dawson is a missionary from the Philippine 
Islands, who has completed her training for the diaconate 
at Saint Margaret’s House, Berkeley, and expects to return 
soon to her work under Bishop Mosher. 

Saint Margaret’s House is to be used from June 24 to 
July 22 as the residence of the women students of the Pacific 
School for Workers, which holds its seventh annual sum- 
mer session at that time. The men are housed at Benton Hall 
of the Pacific School of Religion, and both men and women 
have their meals at Saint Margaret’s. This is the fourth year 
for this plan, of extended use of the house during the vaca- 
tion period of the regular students. 

Registration for the fall semester begins August 16. Al- 
ready reservations have been made filling the house to ca- 
pacity, and an increased number of young women have made 
application to undertake the course in Church training. 


United Thank Offering, 1889-1939 


On October 3, 1889, the first thank offering was pre- 
sented in the Church of the Holy Communion, New York 
City. The Diocese of California will celebrate the fiftieth 
anniversary of the offering at St. Paul’s Church, Salinas, 
on Monday, October 9, at which time our fall presentation 
will be made. 

More than twenty years ago the Church in Puerto Rico 
saw the need of employment for women. St. Andrew’s 
Craft Shop began in a small way to give these people work, 
and to keep alive their native art of ‘‘calado’’ or ‘‘filet 
tire,’’ which was being pushed into the background by the 
great influx of establishments encouraging cheap em- 
broidery. The market problem is one that could not have 
= solved except for the kindness of Churchwomen in the 

tates. 

On July 18, from 1 to 5 p. m., in the Chinese Room of 
the Woman’s City Club on Post street, there will be a sale 


It is under the auspices of the Woman’s 
Auxiliary and it is to be hoped that as many as possible 
will come and lend their encouragement to this noble work 
our missionaries are doing.

The address closed with the Dean’s ‘‘ Requiem.”’

ST. MARK’S CHURCH 
Minneapolis, Minnesota, June 16, 1939. 


My dear Wilmer: 


Margie will be laid to rest from St. Mark’s on Monday. 
After much thought it seemed best to us that some message 
from me should take the place of a sermon, and so I have 
asked that the enclosed be read on Sunday morning to my 
people here. 

I would like this interpretation of what is in our hearts 
to be known to you, and perhaps to a few others who may 
wonder a little how the battle goes.

Dr. Deems’ Message 
My dear friends: 


We want all of you to know that we are worshiping with you 
in spirit today. Never before have we felt so sure of our funda- 
mental conviction in the Communion of the Saints, in the Resur- 
rection, and in the life everlasting. We have always felt that it 
must be true. Now we know that it is true. We have weighed our 
belief in the balance. It has not been found wanting. 

We are aware that what has happened to us seems to the world 
the most inexplicable kind of tragedy, utterly unreasonable, incon- 
sistent with the belief that God is love. We are not finding it so, 
though our lips unconsciously from time to time echo those unfor- 
getable words, “My God, my God, why?’ And even when this 
natural question demands recognition, somehow its identification 
with another and greater Calvary makes us aware of the presence 
of One who seems to say, “There was a moment when I, too, could 
not understand.” That that point of contact with the Master the 
“why” dies upon our lips. It is not questioning but wonder that 
fills our hearts; wonder at the sustaining power of the Spirit; 
wonder at our ability to transmute tragedy into triumph; wonder 
at our mysterious impulse to turn bereavement into benediction; 
and, above all, wonder at the power of prayer and love and sym- 
pathy to undergird us. Yes, “wonderful” is the only word which 
describes what we are passing through. 

Intermingled with this wonder is gratitude. We have been 
blessed by the privilege of watching a rare spirit grow to the full 
flower of its beauty. And now we have seen her added to God’s 
bouquet of er making even heaven more lovely. We have been 
blessed with the assurance that all we have believed about the 

wer of Christ’s Spirit to glorify the soul in which He dwells 
is true. We have been blessed with such a flood of evidence of 
the human love which surrounds us that our hearts are singing 
through our tears. Under the circumstances, it seems strange that 
this is true, nevertheless it is true. Our grief is overwhelmed with 
gratitude. 

And besides this we are discovering that there is nothing we 
can do about death. But there is much we can do with it. It can 


be used as God’s instrument to bind us all closer to one another 
in a world where so much divides; to unlock the gateway to fields 
of exquisite spiritual experience hitherto undreampt of; and to 
stimulate our wills to lay down our lives for our friends as Margie 
did. Above all, if we choose to permit it, it can be used to give 
life—all life—new significance. We know all this because God is 
now using it thus among us. 

Because I know how wonderfully you have been sharing the 
sorrow of our loss, I also want you, my friends, to share some of 
its beauties. 


One Who Knew Margaret Deems From Her Babyhood 
Writes Thus: 


She was endowed with great serenity and a strong will. The first 
quality could have developed into complacency—the second, into 
dominating selfishness. Instead, her inheritance and training pro- 
duced from these qualities, clearness of vision and steadfastness 
of purpose—characteristics which grew with the years. 

Reeognition of the fact that a straight line is the shortest dis- 
tance between two points was hers to a marked degree, though 
this is usually supposed to be a masculine conviction. 

She met difficulties with simplicity and honesty. One of these 
in childhood was a school term under a teacher known to be unjust 
and unkind. The period was met by an inner integrity remarkable 
in a child, so that she came out of it unscathed. Doubtless, how- 
ever, the experience led to her decision while in college to take 
Child Guidance as her life work. 

Shortly after, came a long season of invalidism, following a 
serious infection. This the little girl not only endured with pa- 
tience, but with a quiet, shining peace and gay little flashes of 
humor. The weary days yielded in the end a harvest of fortitude 
without heroics, Thus, with pliant courage, she habitually ‘‘ grasped 
her nettles” and, like the maiden in the fairy story, wove from 
their fibre a magie fabric which gave strength and wholeness to 
those who touched it. 

An Honor Student, she made the most of her opportunities and 
valued her attainments that she might be of more use to others. 
She did not know that she embodied that definition of Love which 
reads “To see the best in everyone — To seek the best for every- 
one.” What wonder that her life was rich in friendships which 
enabled other girls to find and express their own best selves. 

The foundation for all was her faith in God’s immanence and 
His guidance, by which she tried to live—and give. Opportunity 
for service brought responsibility which she met with joyous 
seriousness. 

Then came the Supreme Sacrifice. Of her it will be said, as of 
the youths in the Great War, “They shall not grow old, as we that 
are left grow old.”

Field Department 
By SuMNER Waters, Chairman 


Here are several points to remember in laying plans for 
the fall Every Member Canvass. A successful canvass is 
90 per cent preparation, 7 per cent follow-up, 3 per cent 
for the canvass itself. The 90 per cent includes year-’round 
education in Christian stewardship and missionary respon- 
sibility. In addition to the careful preparation of visiting 
lists it means selecting the largest possible number of quali- 
fied men and women well in advance and obtaining their 
acceptance, by telephone or in person, to do the work when 
ealled upon later. The larger the number, the fewer the 
ealls per person. There should be as much delegated 
authority as possible, whereby captains, ete., will be held 
responsible for the reports of their workers. In this con- 
nection it is wise to have the leaders select their own 
workers from the whole list available. 

Most ecanvasses fail of achieving a quite possible goal 
because workers refuse to attend the several instruction 
meetings preparatory to the canvass itself. Many even who 
have canvassed for years can learn a lot about tactful and 
courageous presentation of their message as well as facts 
about the whole program of the Church, in the parish and 
beyond. 

There should be interesting, challenging publicity in ad- 
vance, preferably with printed pictures or mimeographed 
diagrams, etc. The people who most need to be visited and 
canvassed are those who are least inclined to read the ad- 
monitions, which are carefully read by the faithful, who 
do not need to be told. 

Principles of salesmanship include attention, interest, 
desire, action, direction (making the sale). Motives for con- 
sidering any article, religious or otherwise, are pride, profit, 
protection, comfort. In preparing workers try to antici- 
pate every objection and difficulty which may be raised. 
Otherwise the campaign will fail to a considerable degree. 


Much as some people hate to think of it, im presenting 
the cause and the support of the Church of Christ, a price 
tag must be hung on some time, including both money, 
time, and abilities. So we are reminded by the consecrated 
young business man, W. L. Richards, who is in charge of 
Field Department activities throughout the country under 
our National Council. 


Truly, a boundless significance lies in work, whereby the 
humblest craftsman comes to attain much which is of indis- 
pensable use, but which he who is of no eraft, were he 
never so high, runs the risk of missing —Thomas Carlyle.
